ON BOARD THE FLAGSHIP NEW YORK, April 26, via the Post-Dispatch 
Tug Triton to Key West, April 27.—Despite the fact that everything is quiet here we 
have practically captured one Cuban port. It is that of Cardenas and it is the first 
place in Cuba to be captured by the American fleet. It is about 90 miles from 
Havana and 80 miles from Matanzas. 

3 Reports were received this morning from the blockading fleet off Matanzas and 
Cardenas of the arrival off this station on Sunday morning of two steamers that were 
found lying in the harbor at Cardenas, onea Britisher with thousands of tons of coal, 
and the other a Norwegian that was loading sugar. 

The Machias was sent to investigate the steamers and inform them of blockade. 
Both steamers left port and proceeded northward. 

The torpedo boat Foote has had an extraordinary lot of work and her officers are 
much in need of rest. She has been threatening emall gunboats in Cardenas, and 
has been fired upon several times, but without damage. 

The Terror has been anchored in North Bay by day, moving out only at night, 
with the object of saving coal and remaining on the station as long as possible. 

The Foote was fired on also at Matanzas and had an argument with a small 
gunboat at lorig range, but these engagements have been little more than skirmishing. 
On Monday the Terror sent a schooner with A0 tons of sugar as a prize to Key 
West, in charge of her paymaster and three men. 

A Swedish steamer, loaded with coal, was captured as she was going into Matan- 
zas and sent into Cardenas, which is now practically in our possession. Her cargo 
is contraband. The ship will be held for instructions from Admiral Sampson. 

All was quiet this morning and the blockade continued as yesterday. 
weather was beautiful and the sea smooth. 

The tug Algonquin, in command of Ensign Crossley, was ordered to take the 
prisoners ashore at the little village of Santa Cruz that lay abreast of the flagship.

Gen. Henry Corbin, Adjutant-General, Army, Washington, D. C.: 

I have just returned from Jefferson Barracks. We could mobilize our St, Louis 
guard on the large eastern tract of land now wholly unoccupied and without inter- 
ference whatever with the barracks proper. I am sure Capt. Knight would so report, 
your department having designated St. Louis. 

We find it difficult to select a location at all comparable with the barracks. Do 
us the kindness to further consider the situation and advise. It will be impossible 
to mobilize our command until full equipage for camp is received from your depart- 
ment. 

When this is done a detail will be immediately ordered to establish the camp. 
Note our requirements by wire to Secretary of War under date of April 25. We will 
concentrate troops immediately when facilities are provided for their care.

SUPPOSED WHEREABOUTS OF SPAIN’S SQUADRON. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—Considerable excitement was caused to-day by the report that 
the White Star steamer Majestic had sighted a Spanish warship accompanied by two torpedo 
boats headed for the American coast. Officials are not alarmed, as they are satisfied that the pa- 
trol system which has been inaugurated will give ample notice. It is believed that the detaching 
of the Minneapolis and Columbia from the flying squadron was for the purpose of scouting the 
coast to look out for Spanish warships.

Gen. Miles Has Planned for Gomez and 
Garcia to Join in a March on the Capi- 
tal, the United States to First 
Equip Their Armies. 
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WASHINGTON, April 27.—Another conference has been held between Gen. Miles, 
commanding the United States forces, and representatives of the Cuban civil and mil- 
itary authorities. The latter included Senor Quesada, Charge d’Affaires of the Cuban 
Legation, Brig.-Gen. Nunez and Lieut. Artiago of the Cuban army. Lieut. Artiago 
has seen seventeen months service in the fleld, and Gen. Nunez has an intimate 
knowledge of all the ports of Cuba, having directed the movements of all filibustering 
parties. The conference brought about a full discussion of the plans of co-operation 
between the United States and Cuban forces. The details of this co-operation are 
guarded with the strictest secrecy. 

The exploit of Lieut. Rowan in landing near Santiago has been known for several 
days to both the United States and Cuban authorities, as they co-operated in ex- 
ecutingy this move. The Cuban authorities here furnished the guides and necessary 
papers to see Lieut. Rowan through the Cuban lines. This is in execution of plans 


on the Cuban coast, one north and one south, respectively, with a view to effecting 
junctures with both Gen. Gomez and Gen. Garcia. 

Now that Lieut. Rowan is on his way to effect a juncture at Santiago, it Is not im- 
probable that another juncture will be made by way of Sagua. 

The first purpose of these movements, it is understood, Is to bring about a full 
equipment of insurgent forces, rather than to secure a joint movement between them 
and the United States troops. It is said that Garcia and Gomez together can muster 
35,000 men, and that they will be able to make a stroig forward movement on Havana 
as soon as they have arms, ammunition and medica] supplies. The latter, and particu- 
larly quinine, is said to be greatly needed. The understanding among those best ace 
quainted with the plans of co-operation is :hat the Cuban forces will advance on Have 
ana and make a land siege in co-operation with the blockade now In progress by the 
United States. warships. 

There is renewed talk of the recognition of the Cubans, at least of their belligerency 
and pdssibly their independence, and confident hopes were expressed to-day in high 
Cuban circles that recognition would be granted within the next two weeks. One of 
the first effects of this, it is said, would be to give the Cubans an official status at 
Washington instead of their present unofficial status. The conferences how held with 
Gen. Miles and other officials are being productive of important results, and yet they 
are necessarily unofficial in character, owing to the unrecognized status of the Cubans 

Now. however, that Gomez and Garcia are being recognized as material factors ip 
the contest, and are being treated with by the War Department, the desirability of 
their recognition at least as belligerents is beifig urged as warranting formal recog. 
nition. It is said the co-operation already established is in itself a recognition of the 
defacto existence of the Cuban army and of belligerency, and that the de jure recognile 
tion should follow. 

While these hopes are renewed in Cuban circles it cannot be learned that the 
Administration has modified its attitude against recognition of any character, 

In the event of Cuban recognition it Is probable that President Palma of thé 
Cuban Junta would be the first Minister accredited from Cuba, with Senor Quesada 
as Charge d’Affaires at Washington and Senor Albertini as First Secretary. President 
Palma spends most of his time in New York, leaving Senor Quesada in active charge 


CONGRESS MAY ARM CUBANS. 


~ WASHINGTON, April 27.—Soon after the Senate convened to-day Mr. Stewart 
(Nev.) introduced the following resolution for which he asked immediate considera- 
tion: 

That the Secretary of the War be, and he ts hereby directed to furnish the Senate 
with an estimate of the amount of appropriation necessary to arm, equip. maintain and 
furnish with munitions of war the Cuban army, now at war with Spain, and euch 
additions as may be made thereto from the people of Cuba until the Spanish army 
shall be expelled from the Island of Cuba, or untfl the next seeston of Congress. 

Mr. Hale (Me.) suggested that the résolution better go to the Committee on Milli- 
tary affairs, and after a statement by Mr. Allison (lo.) that the whole eubject cove 
ered by the resolution was now being considered by proper committees of Congress, 
and that there would be no delay in the matter Mr. Stewart agreed that the resolution 
should go to the Military Affairs Commi‘t ee.

The Spanish troops throughout the island have been concentrated at different 
points along the coast, so as to be ready to meet any attempt to land troops from the 
Inited States. Thousands of men are reported to be enlisting in the volunteer bat- 
talions throughout Cuba, many of the men have served in the Spanish 
regular army, they are expected to prove very valuable in defense of the island. 

The following order has been issied by the general in command of the forces for 

defense of Havana: 

“General Order of the Division of Defense, April 20, 1898. 

“In the event of an attack on Havana which would make necessary the con- 

centration of organized forces for its defense, at the points already marked out, i? 
be| made to announce the fact to the city and to

“When the alarm is given, all troops, volunteers and firemen will assemble quietly 
at their posts and await the orders of their chiefs. 

“Tf the alarm comes at night, Principe, Cabanas and Morro Castle, instead of 
as will be the case if the alarm occurs in day time, will display 
red lights. 

“The vigilants and forces of the public orders, policemen and police agents, if the 
red lights are hoisted, will promptly notify the inhabitants of the city in the best man- 
ner possible to bring about the ends desired. 

“Street cars and omnibuses can give great assistance in rapid concentration of 
troops at threatened points, and they will patriotically facilitate the work in every

The commission of the colonial government which went to confer with the insur- 
gent government has not returned, andjeven in government and political circles here 
it is admitted that the efforts of the commission to bring about a settlement of peace 
have proved a failure, :

The life of foreign newspaper correspondents in this city at present is far from 
being enviable. The recent expulsion jof Mr, Ackers, the correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, has caused more and more ill-feeling against correspondents among the 
masses if not in the more enlightened (circles, However, it is generally admitted 
that the Government is doing everything possible to protect the foreigners who remain 
here, Americans included, but the authorities may not be able to prevent some 
isolated cases of attacks on ceria@in persons. 

The excitement caused by thé recent developments in the political situation ts very 
great, though of the subdued kind. In other words, the people may not be doing 
much, but they are thinking a great deal and are determined to make as stiff a fight 
as possible, and they feel very bitterly towards the foreign newspaper men in conse- 
by the people under the circumstances is astonishing 
to all those who understand the Spanish character. But the Spaniards have no doubt 
of the result of the fighting. They are dreaming day and night of victory, and are 
waiting anxiously for the news of a defeat of the United States naval forces by the 
Spanish fleet.

NEW YORK, April 27.—A passenger on the steamer Saratoga that has just 
arrived from Havana, who refused to allow his name to be used as it might, injure 
his business in Havana, said: “I have covered the island many times during the 
rebellion, and must say that the insurgents are making a magnificent fight. If the 
United States desires to make its campaign in Cttba successful it will have to co- 
operate with the insurgents. It would not be necessary for the United States to send 
a large force into Cuba, as such a thimg would be dangerous at this season of the 
year. The Spaniards are now relying on the climate to kill off the Americans that 
are landed on the island more than they are on their own force of arms. What the 
Spaniards would most dread would be the co-operation of the American forces with 
the insurgents. J{ the United States would seize one. of the small ports, say in the 
Province of Santiago de Cuba, on the north coast, and there establish a base of 
supplies they would be making a good move. These small ports are practically un- 
protected and could be taken easily. :

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MOVING TO MEET COMMODORE DEWEY 


MADRID, April 27, 10 a. m.—The Spanish Philippine Islands fleet has sailed to meet the 
United States squadron, under command of Commodore Dewey. The latter had not been sighted 
when the cable message was sent, but the American warships were expected at any moment. 

The news soon reached the clubs and the newspapers and created an immense sensation. 

The Minister of Marine expressed the belief that the United States squadron would-reach 
Manila in about 60 hours, and .a battle, therefore, is expected in about three days. 


The naval men here who are acquainted with the Philippine Islands believe the Spanish 
squadron will take up positions near Cavite, so as to be supported by the batteries there and at 
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Manila.

KBY WEST, April 27.~The Prize Court of Inguiry appointd by United States Judce 
Locke at Jacksonville, April 2%, to adjust the questions relating to the capture of prize 
vessels met here to-day. The board was presided over by G. B. Rowen Patterson of 
this city, and the proceedings were conducted in secret. The findings will nq be an- 
nounced until the entire matter has been disposed of. " 

The case of the Catalina, which was captured by the Detroit and valued at $40,000, 
was the first to be heard. 

There is considerable speculation as to what disposition will be made of the crews 
and passengers who were aboard the prizes when captured. They number 
about 230. United States District Attorngy Stripling says the crews and passengers 
are not prisoners, although the officers are detained as witnesses before the court. 

District Attorney Stripling was in communication yesterday with Attorney<jen- 
eral Griggs, who informed him that the War Department had assumed contro! of the 
question and the Attorney-General] directed that all possible consideration «hould be’ 
shown to the captured Spaniards. 

The crews of the captured vessels have ali been offered liberty, but, as many of 
them are without friends here, they do not care to land in a hostile city despite 
assurances of protection, 

They will thererore be brought ashore here and quartered in barracks under guard 
of federal troops, where rations and all comforts will be provided for them. 

A report from Washington to the effect that the prizes would be returned to Spaig 
has caused keen disappointment among naval men here.

Many. members who did not receive noti- 
fication of the special meeting Monday night 
in time to attend were surprised Tuesday 
night when Capt. Hunicke entered head- 
quarters and announced that the Naval 
Reserves had gone out of existence. He 
told them of the plan to enroll them with 
the National Guard. 

here were murmurs of dissent at once, 
and many of the men openly stated their 
reasons for not desiring to go into the 
militia on the terms named. While the men 
were lined up prior to the meeting and un- 
der’ military discipline, Capt. Hunicke 
walked up to a young man employed by a 
newspaper and denounced a statement of 
‘facts published in the paper. He so far 
lost sight of his dignity as to say that the 
editor of the paper or the man who wrote 
the article was “a —— liar,’’ and eould get 
satisfaction any time he wanted it. 

The member of the reserves before whom 
‘he made this naval demonstration was @ 
mere boy-and had nothing to do with tbe 
exposure which angered Capt. Hunicke. 

Many of the men of the reserves hesitate 
to sever all connection with the company, 
because of the efficiency and gentlemanly 
hearing of LIAeutenant-Commander Lynn 
and Lieut. Barstow, who will @0mmand the 
two new companies of the National Guard. 
They are regarded as splendid drill masters 
and. have won the respect and admiration 
of the men. 

At the close of Tuesday night’s méeting

Already there 1s dissatisfaction among the 
line officers of the First Regiment over some 
feature of the scheme to put the Naval 
Reserves in the militia.

Dyer left St. Louis for Carthage, where he 
was going to work for Mrs. Fox, the night 
before he was killed. 

Before he left the letter was given to 
him ‘to deliver to Mrs. Fox by her husband, 
which accounts for it being found on his 
person. 

Dyer’s body was mangled beyond recogni- 
tion, there being not a piece of it left 
which weighed over 20 pounds.

The third day’s proceedings of the Wein- 
and murder trial began promptly in Judge 
Zachritz’s court at 9 o’clock Wednesday 
morning. 

Though it was known that “‘Dublin,” who 
is supposed to be the State’s star witness, 
would be placed on the stand, there was 4 
notable diminution in the attendance.

Snyder's place. Snyder was notin. I asked 
Mrs. Snyder for the boss. She asked who 
called.. I gave her some name. 

Mrs. Snyder arose and was identified by 
Dublin. 

‘‘Murphy stood at the gate while we were 
talking. Then we went on. We did not take 
a car, 


‘While we were in Weinand’s house Mur- 
phy changed clothes. He put on Weinand’s 
clothes. Murphy said we must get rid of the 
clothes, I told Murphy to keep the watch, 
but he said he did not want it. I finally took 
the watch, but later I threw it away. I 
wanted to take the overcoat with me, but 
Murphy said no, we would burn it up. From 
Murphy’s house I went to Charley Buer- 
man’s saloon, at Third and Carr streets. 
Murphy was still with me. I asked the bar- 
tender for a newspaper, We wrapped the 
clothes in the paper. Nélan came into the 
saloon about five minutes after we did. 

“Nolan and Murphy disputed about 
something. Nolan said it Was in Weinand's 
house and Murphy said it was not.’’ 


It was agreed that we should throw the 
clothes in the river. I went to Candy’s, 307 
Levee, where I met Moore. I talked to 
Moore but cannot repeat the conversation. 
I put the bundle of clothes on the bar. 
ane from there to Mrs. Whalen’s boarding 

ouse. 


‘Next day I found out that Weinand was 
dead. Tom Moore read !t to me from the 
morning paper. I went to Buerman’s. I 
went to see Murphy to see if it was the 
Same case we were on. saw Murpny. 
He said we had done a serious thing and 
we must be careful. The defendant is the 
same James Murphy who told me that. 

“IT went back to the levee and told Tom 
Moore he could go and get the clothes that 
T left at Candy’s. He went and got them. 
I do not know what he did with them. I 
Saw ‘Moore again at Whalen’s. He bought 
five cans of beer. 

“When I saw Murphy at Buerman’s the 
day after he asked me what I had done 
with the clothes. I tokd him I had thrown 
them in the river. I had not done so. I 
was arrested by Detective Allender. 

“T saw powdiag: 4 and Nolan in Desmond’s 
office. I have been in jail with Murphy. 
Have had many conversations with him. 
Talked to him last on Monday, 

‘‘He said there was no evidence to con- 
vict him save my evidence. He said there 
were no witnesses. He told me if I would 
not appear as a witness he would get out 
and he would get me out. He said he 
would testify for me if | would not testify 
against him. 
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Mrs. Weinand, who collapsed during the 
proceedings Tuesday, came in looking pale 
and weak as the court opened. 

William Roberts, alias ‘‘Dublin,’”’ was the 
first witness introduced by the State. 

“T have lived in St. Louis about eight 
vears,’’ he said. “I came from Boston, 
where I lived two years. I came to Boston 
from Dublin. Ireland. I am a blacksmith, 
but never worked at my trade in St. Louis. 
I was boarding at Mrs. Whalen’s boarding- 
house here in St. Louls and worked on 
steamboats. I know Thomas Moore. I also 
know James Murphy; have known him for 
three years; he was a bartender; firet met 
him in Memphis. 

“T am one of the four men charged with 
the murder of Jacob Weinand. i saw Mur- 
phy on the day of the murder. It was be- 
tween 9 and 10 o'clock in the morning. He 
was with James O'Rourke. He asked me 
if I was doing anything. We went up to 
Buerman’s saloon, where we got a drink. 
We saw Snyder there. Nolan said there 
was an old man in North St. Louis who 
had lots of money and asked me to BO 
along and get it. a 

“When we got the drinks at Buerman 8s 
Murphy said he would pay for them that 
night. That was on Dec. 21. We went to Mur- 
phy’s house. Nolan came in while I was 
there. Nolan said he was out to see a coal 
man about the old man with the money. 
Nolan said the old man’s wife had.gone out 
and there would be no one there, He said 
the money was in a room off the\kitchen., 
Nolan said we would have no trouble in get- 
ting the money. I asked him why he didn't 
get it by himself then: I do not remember 
his reply. 

“Murphy made a gag out of a piece of 
cloth and tried it on his own mouth. The 
gag was made out of jeans cloth and tied 
with hair.” 

The gag that was taken from the mur- 
dered man’s throat was she@wn the witness 
and he identified it. Continuing, he said: 


“Nolan said the, old lady had gone to 
visit her daughter. , Nolan left Murphy’s 
house first. Murphy and I went: to the 


kitchen and had another drink. Nolan said 
for one of us to go to Weinand’s house and 
see him. If the two of us went it would 
be suspicious. 

‘Murphy agreed to go up-stairs at Wle- 
nand’s. It was about 1 o'clock when we left 
Murphy's house. We walked slow and. in 
the middle of the street, because it was slip- 
pery. I ‘did not know where Wienand lived. 
Il stopped where Murphy stopped. 

“When we made the gag at Murphy's 
house Murphy also got some clothes line 
and some horse-hair.’”’ 

The cord that bound old man Weinand's 
hands and feet after he was found mur- 
dered was shown Dublin. He said it was 
the same that Murphy got at his house 
that morning. 

“When we got to Wienand’s house I stood 
down-stairs to watch. I heard glass break- 
ing. I ran up-stairs and went into the 
kitchen, When I got in Murphy and old man 
Welnand were wrestling. Murphy had him 
ape the throat. Murphy told me to hold

At this juncture of the trial, 10:30 o'clock, 

the courtroom was crowded, Every seat was 
‘taken in the part of thé.room set aside for 
Spectators, and the inside of the bar was also 
crowded. 
_ Murphy, the defendant, sat unmoved dur- 
ing Dublin’s recital of the crime, and the 
incident that preceded and followed it. The 
cynical smile that has been noticed on his 
face never for an instant disappeared. He 
Sat with locked hands and his eyes shifted 
quickly from the -witness to the jury to ob- 
serve the effect. 

The jury listened to Dublin’s testimony 
With great interest. They allowed them- 
selves to become listless during Monday and 
Tuesday’s proceedings, but when Dublin be- 
gan his recital they leaned forward and list- 
ened to every word. 

rOV. Johnson began the cross-examination 
at 10:40 o'clock. 

“Dublin’ admitted that he had told that 
he had done the entire job alone. He made 
this statement in Chief Desmond's office 
on the day of his arrest. Gov. Johnson at- 
tempted to prove that witness was on good 
terms with Detective Allender and had reé- 
ceived favors from him. “‘Dublin” said the 
detective had seen him once or iwice in jail, 
but that was all. Wigness said he kept Mur- 
phy’s name out of We affair as long as pos- 
sible. Nolan gave the information about 
there being money in Weinand’s house. 

Gov. Johnson went over the struggle in 
Weinand’s house with the witness. Dublin 
was asked if the cord with which he was 
tied was not his. ‘He said it was not: he 
said no such cord ‘was used on steamboats 
and insisted that the rope was furnished by 
Murphy. Witnéss insisted that he assisted 
in the tying, but asserted that he had noth- 
ing to do with cramming that gag into the 
old man’s throat, and did not see that done. 

Gov. Jonnson tried in vain to make “Dub- 
lin’’ admit that he had done the job himself. 
and tried to fix the crime on others to save 
himself. He denied that any arrangement 
had been made for him to be let off with a 7- 
year sentence, and also denied having made 
any kind of terms with the State's attor- 
neys.

towel and hairbrush spoken of before. 

Patrolman David Murphy testified that he 
knew Robetts, alias “Dubdlin:’’ has known 
him for years; has known Murphy, the de- 
fendant. since 1892. Witness’ beat is on the 
Levee; has seen Murphy and Roberts to- 
gether; Murphy was bartender in a Levee 
saloon for quite awhile.

@id John Brunner’s Fine Property 
Taken From Him “by Due 


Process of Law.”’ 


The average Deputy Sheriff is supposed 
to have about as much sympathy and hu- 
man kindness in his system as a Jelly fisn, 
but there are four men in Sheriff Troll’s 
office who unite in saying that if they had 
their work of Tuesday to do over again 
they would give up their jobs rather than 
do it. 

Under the leadership of Mark Langlet, 
who has evicted and served processes. for 
ever s# long, Deputies Ed Horstman, Con- 
rad Budde and Gus Pins went down to 443 
South Fifteenth street to put out old Jobn 
Brunner, under an ejectment writ in favor 
of Jehn J. Pfenninger, the pretzel man. 

The deputies all say that their unpleasant 
duty was an outrage and a piece of mans 
inhumanity to mag. 

Deputy Langlet said: “It is a crying 
shame the way that old man has been 
treated. He took the piece of ground on 
Fifteenth street, between Neosho and Osage 
streets, 20 years ago, when it was as bare 
as your hand. He is an old Swiss and a 
hard worker. He has improved that place 
until it is a perfect flower garden. He had 
about 3000 vines with a 4x4 cedar post for 
each one. The whole place is terraced and 
sodded. Peach trees, apple trees and cherry 
trees are blooming on*all sides. In the mid- 
die of the lot is a pretty two-story cottage, 
as neat as a pin, with colored glass win- 
dows and carved trimming, just like the 
cottages in the old country. For 2) years 
the old fellow has worked and toiled to 
improve this place and make it what it is 
to-day. 

“He needed money for improvements, so 
he borrowed money and put a deed of trust 
on the place for a very small part of its 
value. His friend, Pfenninger, from the 
same part of the old country, was around 
to see him two or three times a week. They 
talked over the loan, and Pfenninger told 
him’not to bother about it, and that if he 
did not have the money when the note came 
due they would arrange matters. 

“When the notes came due Brunner went 
to Pfenninger and said he needed the money 
Pfenninger said he did not have it, and 
then it was too late for Brunner to raise it 
elsewhere. The property was sold out by 
the trustee, and then Pfenninger found 
$4500 to buy it in with. Theat is about one- 
fourth of what the place is worth. 

“Then there was nothing to de but put the 
old man and his goods out into the street, 
or lane, as it is down there, He took it aw- 
fully hard and said he would kill himself at 
the first opportunity he could find.”’ 

Kd Horstman. who went with Langlet and 
the others, said: ‘“‘He is a splendid-looking 
old man, over 6 feet high, with a walk like 
a Soldier, 

“After we had served the papers on him 
he said he would ktil himself sure, We took 
a pistol away from him, and after unload- 
ing it gave it back to his wife. While we 
were moving his stuff our he asked us to 
let him get a drinktof water. He went into a 
little closet and got a bottle with stuff in 
it fst the color of water and started to 
drink it. Budde and I jumped for him at the 
same instant and took it away from him. It 
eontained some vile-smelling drug. We asked 
him what it was and he said that was for 
us to find but if he kad swallowed it 
he would have been dead in five minutes. 
“We moved all his furniture out and he 
is now without a cent in the world, and has 
to begin all over again. The property his 
friend took from him {s worth at. least $20),- 
000, and represents his life’s work.”’ 


PACK MULES FOR GOMEZ

Big Order Being Executed Here by the 


Government.

An important but somewhat mysterious 
onder reached Lieutenant-Colone] Smith, 
United States Army (Juartermaster, sta- 
tioned at St. Louis. Wednesday afternoon. 

The order came through the regular. chan- 
nels from the War Department, and was in 
the regular form used in preparing orders 
for supplies. 

The document contained urgent 
tions to the Quartermaster to purchase 
at once 1500 small horses, 300 wagon mules 
and 500 pack mules, In view of the prepara- 
tions for war this order would not seem 
startling were {it not fer the notation on the 
face of it reading, ‘‘These are not for the 
army.” 

The order was unlike anything Col. Smith 
ever saw, but it bore all of the official 
marks and he set about at once to execute 
it. 

The big purchase of horses and mules was 
being made at the National Stock Yards 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Col. Smith says he has no doubt the 
horses and mules are to be sent to Gomez. 
This order's arrival at St. Louis is the first 
indication of the policy the Gowernment 
means to pursue in forcing the Spaniards 
to relinquish Cuba. 

Instead of sending United States. soldiers 
into the island during the rainy season, the 
intention seems to be to increase the effi- 
ciency of Gomez's troops and put his army 
on a first-class war footing, thus eliminat- 
ing the necessity for infmediate invasion. 

The horses and mules will be concen- 
trated in St. Louis during the week an: 
will be shipped south from here, 

The horses called for are the kind used 
by the Cuban cavalry. Those selected will 
be small, hardy animals, not much larger 
than ponies.

Out the Effect of Judge 
Instructions. 
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Rev. Dr. Boyd Points 
Zachritz’s 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I dislike very much to seem to dissent from, much more to criticise, the utterances 
of a Judge on the bench, especially when I give him credit for being actuated by con- 
scientious motives; but I am compelled to say that the recent charges of Judge Zach- 
ritz both amazed and alarmed me. Practically it makes the indictment of boodlers an 
impossibility, and must give them such a sense of security as to make them even bolder 
than before. On the other hand, it virtually announces that any one who shall attempt 
to arouse public opinion against municipal corruption will be treated as prima facie 
criminal. The onus is shified from the boodler upon the citizen who dares to protest. 
And this is law! 

The fact of municipal corruption is a matter of common notoriety. The .words of 
Joseph B. McCullagh, in the Globe-Democrat of Marth 24, 1896, sum up the present 
situation in a nutshell: “It is difficult to avoid the conclusion that, as a rule, the men 
who perform municipal legislation are ir} the habit of selling their votes on all measures 
in which corporations or individuals have a direct financial interest.” 

It is an open secret that franchises of all kinds are obtained by bribery, and there is 
reason to believe that the fellows with itching palms do not confine their dishonesty 
to tnat or any other particular class of ordinancés, When bills are introduced they are 
closely scanned to see if they offer any chance foc the levying of tribute, and those 
which seem to present such an opportunity are “held up” until a certain amount of 
money is paid for their passage. This is not a matter of idle assertion or malicious sur- 
mise, but of common understanding; and the victims submit to the robbery because 
that is the only way in which they can secure what they want.’’ 

Now, according to the late charge to the grand.jury, Mr. MeCullagh, in uttering 
these words, which every one that has had any business with the Municipal Assem- 
bly knows to be true, ought to have been !ndicted for criminal libel. 

To shift the responsibility from public officials who may be steAling the people’s 
money right and left, upon those who are seeking to protect the city’s treasury and 
the people’s rights, may be good law, but it is bad public morals. 

Who that has talked confidentiaily with directors of corporations and manufacturing 
establishments, having favors to ask of the Municipal Assembly, does not know of 
Specific instances of corruption? And yet to indict the guilty parties by evidence such 
as the recent charge to the grand jury requires is impossible, 

To require such evidence in the actual trial of the criminal before a petit jury in 
open court is essential, for then able counsel may be employed, and much can be 
brought out on cross-examination. But to establish a prima facie case before a grand 
jury the way ought not be hedged in with legal technicailties and impossible require- 
ments. Much less ought the public-spirited servant of the people to be put in the 
place of the criminal. Is it not wholly absurd to announce to the public; you can 
bring your evidence of alleged corruption before the grand jury, but if it does not 
meet with the approval of the Prosecuting Attorney you will yourself be indicted for 
criminal libel? 

In 1896 I was present at seven or elght consecutive meetings of a committee of the 
House of Delegates trying to secure a lot from the city for a public armory. At the 
first meeting a gentleman whom [I took to be a brewer was present with plans for a 
switch into his yards. He wanted to secure the city’s permit to construct it. It 
Was essential to his business success. Week after week the committee dallied with 
this man; appointing sub-committees, taking him out of the room for conversation; 
and week by week his countenance grew more weary and surprised. I thought I 
saw the milk in the cocoanut. They wanted boodle. He was still there the last meet- 
ing I attended. This incident I used in a public address which found its way into the 
papers, 

Months after I chanced to meet the same gentleman on the street. He said, “‘T 
see from your speech that you think I ama brewer. Not so; l am a manufacturer, 
You saw what a hard time IL had getting my switch, and you hit the nail right on 
the head. 1 couldn't imagine for a long time what those feilows wanted. .They 
wanted money. I gave it to them and got my switch. You are perfectly right. Now 
don't giv® me away.” 

A street car manager a few years agocame to me and said: “‘KRighteen thousand 
dollars were spent for the franchises of a certain street railway. Here are the names 
of the members of the Assembly and the amount each received for his vote.” 

“How did vou get this information?’ | asked 

“The superintendent of the road told me the whole story; and you can rely upon 
these facts.”’ 

The facts were authenticated. But to establish these facts by ‘‘legal proof’’ 
quired the testimony of the superintendent, and that would incriminate himself, 
cause the law makes the bribe-giver and the bribe-taker alike guilty. 

Business mén are at the mercy of this outrageous corrupfion. They muat, if they 
conduct their establishments in successful rivalry with others, have certain grants 
from the city. They can secure these only by the payment of money. Thus they are 
actually “held up’’ by these municipal highwaymen and robbed. Yet if they dare to 
protest in the courts the law sends them equally with the thief to the penitentiary. 

Iam a man in moderate circumstances. By hard work and frugality 1 save enough 
after years of sacrifice to buy mmodest home. I select its location on a street where 
by the law I am presumably protected from the annoyance and danger of a railroad 
running before my front door. At length my investment is threatened by a rail- 
road corporation, which is seeking a franchise at the City Hall. In common with my 
neighbors I protest. There is no public necessity demanding the road. Every house- 
holder in my street is opposed to it. If built, it practically confiscates one-third of the 
value of my property. But all argument and appeal are fruitless. There is but one 
thing that talks at the City Hall—money. We band together, raise moneys, employ an 
aitorney and defeat the bill through golden persuasion. Am I particeps criminis? Am 
I guilty of a crime? The law on bribery says yes. But what says reason, conscience, 
common sense? The real and only criminal is the city legislator who disregards my 
rights, and forces me by the law of self-preservation into a technically illegal act. The 
present law on bribery is infamous. It acts as a shield for the real robber. It ought 
to be repealed, and the penalty put where it belongs, on the aggressor, the municipal 


re- 
be- 


free-booter. 

One of our best Councilmen, Mr. Wiggins, says that he was offered $3000 for his vote 
on a certain measure. He goes before the grand jury. Is there a man in St, Louls 
of honor who does not believe him? 

Because the man who heard the offer is conveniently in Texas, Mr, Wiggins’ 
word stands alone, and this, according to the attorneys, is. not “legal proof.” Mr. 
Wiggins’ oath in the grand jury forbids hig making any explanation of his embar- 
rassing position. 

The fact seems to \ that our criminal code is-so Joaded with technicalities and 
traditions and precedents that the honest man is put in a doubtful situation and the 
criminal goes scot free. I have the greatest respect for law‘in the abstract, and the 
greatest contempt for it in the concrete. 

The Post-Dispatch deserves and will receive the hearty support of all thoroughly 
good citizens jn its determined opposition to boodlera and their nefarious work. When 
the public is thoroughly convinced that municipal corruption does exist and could be 
exposed and put a stop to if the legally constituted authorities would show half the 
energy in ferreting out and punishing corrupt officials that they display in suggest- 
ing loopholes for their escape; it is time for a free press, the'mightiest agent of pub- 
lic opinion to come to the front and undertake the unpleasant but patriotic duty of 
cleansing the Augean stables. And may God speed the right! Ww. W. BOYD.

JUDGE WITHROW. 


A VICTORY FOR MR. RUMSEY. 


The Decision Maintains the Receiver 


rp Large Personal Inter- 
t to Hold the Office. 


Judge Withrow, in Division No. 3 of the 
Circuit Court, Wednesday, handed down a 
decision in the People’s Railway fight, re- 
moving Charles Green from the receiver- 
ship of the road on the ground that he was 
interested with one of two contending fac- 
tions in the fight for the reorganization of 
the road. 

Judge Withrow jp’ his decision says: 


This is a proceeding for the removal of Mr. 
Charles Green from the receivership of the 
Veople’s Railway Co. 

It appears from the evideance that Mr. Charlies 
Green had been the President of the People's 
Ratliroad for over ten years prior to the inetitu- 
tion of this suit, and that be is the owner of @ 
large majority of its stock and over one hundred 
of ita third mortgage $1000 bonds. About this 
time he resigned the presidency of the road and 
his son was elected in his place. 

The indebtedness of the company being in ex- 
Se of $1,150,000, and the income of the road 

aving become wholly insufficient to pay its 
ordinary running expenses and the interest on 
ite bonds, on the 6th of Muareh, 1897, plaintit 
Kumsey filed a bill for the foreclosure of the 
third mortgage, and upon his motion Mr. Green 
/was made receiver of the property, 

About the first of April a petition was filed 
by certain stockholders of the corporation ask- 
ipg permission of the court to have the books 
and accoants of the railway company examined 
by an expert accountant, which was vigorously 
resisted by both the receiver and the company. 
The petition having been granted by the court, 
the defendant applied for an appeal, which was 
refused, and an application was thereupon made 
by the People’s Railway Co. (of which Mr. 
(Green's son was the President) first to the 
Court of Appeals and afterwards to the Supreme 
Court, for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
Circeutt Court to grant an appeal from the order 
allowing the stockholders to examlue the books 
and accounts of the company. 

Both of the Appellate courts refuged to grant 
an order reqQiring the Circuit Court to allow 
“0 appeal. The result of the Investigation 
(leveloped the existence of an alleged demand in 
favor of the People’s Railway Co. against the 
Fourth Street and Arsenal Rallway Co. of ever 
$58,000, which does net appear In the receiver's 
first Inventory. 

Just before the announcement of this sult a 
scheme bad been entered into between Mr. Green 
and some parties in the East looking to a sale of 
the road under said mortgage, and a reorganiza- 
tion of the company, which was known to Mr. 
Rumsey, and may bave met with hia tacit ap- 
proval, 

Subsequently, however, another plan was sug- 
gested which met with the approval of: over 
three-fifths of the bondholders, ineiuding Mr. 
Kumsey. 

Mr. Green having centinned to urge his scheme 

of reorganization after his eppointment as re- 
celver, and since the action of said bondholders, 
a metion was filed by Mr. Rumsey, based upon 
that and other grounds, asking for his re- 
moval. 
_ In his returt to this motion the receiver still 
insisis that a comparison of the two schemes 
will show the one proposed by him to be the 
best for the bondholders. 

The main question, therefore, to be decided, 
at this time, is whether, under the cirenm- 
stances shown in evidence, it is to the best 
interests of the estate to retain or te remove 
the present receiver, 

Whet a court ia asked to take property into 
its possessiun and management, in the interest 
of the parties, because they cannot manage it 
themselves, it shoukd be managed by a man sge- 
lected by und acting under the control ef the 
court, and not by the representative of aby con- 
flicting interest. 

“\A receiver is the officer of the court, the 
right hand of the court in the mMabageinent of 
the trust. It has too often been considered that 
the receiver ig the mere agent of thé contest- 
ing panies to the suit. He should be tn a large 
sense, If not wholly, indifferent and impartial, 
as berween the contileting interests involved; he 
should have no object to gervé, except to con- 
serve the property in the interest of whosever 
shall be adjudged to be entitled to it; 
he should not be concerned in any 
war of facthons, nor interested in favyer of or 
opposed to any scheme of reorganization: he 
should be atrictly impartial and solely devoted 
to the preservation of the property. When be 
goes beyond that line he oversteps his duty, to 
the Injury of the estate, and in violation of the 
confidence reposed in him by the eourt.’’— 
Beach (Alderson) on Receivers, page 00. 

The veidence shows that if Mr. Green's 
scheme of reorganization should be accepted and 
curried out he would, no dowbt, recelye nearly 
one-half of the stock of the new company. The 
other bondbolders object to this plan, and {nsist 
that theit ownerships of over three-fourths of 
the bonds entitle them to their just propor- 
tion of the new stock, in the event of a redr- 
gKanization of the company. In my judgmeni,the 
hostility of these parties, the situation and 
pature of the property, and their relations to it, 
make the continuance of Mr. Green aa recelver 
incompatible with the best interests of the ea- 
tate, and he should, therefore, be removed. In 
this view of the matter the other grounds con 
talned In the motion need not he passed upon. 

The motton for the removal of the receiver 
will, therefore, be sustained. 


This ts a decided victory for the Rumsey 
faction, who have been fighting Mr.’ Green 
bitterly ever since he was appointed. His 
administration as receiver has been har- 
assed by all sorts of annoyance. First, an 
inspection of his books was asked for. and 
hen he was charged with making mle- 
leading reports and finally, as a last argu- 
ment, he was accused of spending too much 
money for ropes. 

Judge Withdrow ignores all these charges 
as being trivial and irrelevant to the main 
issues in the case, 

lt is stated on reliable authority that Mr. 
Green will not attempt to have the order 
for his removal set aside, but will trv some 
other means of saving the property § in 
which his entire fortune is involved. ~

Almost unaided he carried his wife and 
Mrs. Pitkins from the second floor of the 
house, over the roof of a front porch and 
cropped them into the arms of sevea! 
neighbors who had gathered below, but who 
were prevented from entering the house by 
the flerceness of the flames, 

Mrs. Pitkins is tn a critical condition at 
a neighbor’s as a’‘result of the fright and 
exposure, and Mr. and,Mrs. Hopewell are 
homeless. 

The house, which was owned by Mra, P't- 
kins, wag built about three years ago, im- 


mediately after a fire that destroyed a 
pretty frame house which stood on {he 
same lot. The present structure ie of brick 
and contains six rooms and a s¢mi-de- 
tached kitchen, 

Mrs. Pitkins has been employed for some 
time past to take care of a biind man, and 
her duties called her much of the time 
away from home. She rented two rooms 
on she second floor to Mr. and Mrs, Hope- 
well, . 

Mrs. Pitkins returned reeently from 
Eufeka Springs, where she had accompa- 
nied her blind charge. She was ill and had 
been confined to her bed almost continu- 
ously since her return. 

At 3:45 o'clock Wednesday morning Mr. 
Hopewell was aroused from deep slumber 
by a choking sensation, and was made aware 
imediately by the smothering clouds of 
smoke in the room that the house was afire. 

The room occupted by the aged couple was 
at the front of the house, and opened into 
a hall lighted.by a double window over the 
slanting roof’of the wide front porch, 

Mr. Hopewell called to his wife, but she 
had already been overcome by the smoke 
and was unconscious. He is a strong old 
gentleman, and with the added strength 
of desperation he lifted her from the d 
and staggered through the smoke and 
flames to the window in the hall. He kicked 
the glass out, and still bearing the inan- 
imate form of his wife stepped out on the 
roof. Carefully he made his way to the 
edge, which was about ten feet from the 
ground. 

He was relieved to find that several neigh- 
bors had collected in front of the porch. 
Lying down he dropped his wife over the 
edge into their arms. 

Only half of the brave old man’s task 
was done. He went back into the house, 
which had now become a roaring furnace. 
Making his way to Mrs. Pitkine’ room, he 
met her in the hallway. She had awakened 
before the smoke had gained complete mas- 
tery over her senses. Taking her by the 
hand, he led her out of the window to the 
porch roof. A ladder had been found by 
the neighbors outside and Mrs. Pitkina’ 
descent was made with less dificult’ and 
danger. 

By thie thme the Fire Department had ar- 
rived and a stream of water was playing 
on the burning house. The neighbors man- 
aged to gave a small amount of the fur- 
niture from the lower rooms, 

Mrs. Pitkins collapsed after her reacue, 
and was taken into the house of a neigh- 
bor, where she Is confined to her bed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hopewell were walking di-s- 
consolately about the vard. . They owned 
the furniture in their roome,.and as it wis 
not insured their loss is complete. The old 
gentleman is a carpenter. He modestly de- 
preciated hig courageous action during the 
fire by saving that he merely did what any 
man would do under the ctreumstances, 
His old wife was still suffering from the 
effects of her fright. 

The house was damaged abou’ $2500, and 
the furniture about $1000. 

George Thorn, who hwmd charge of the 
place for the insurance companies, said the 
fact that Mrs. Pitkin's house had been 
burned once before convinced him that the 
fire was the work of some enemy.

FOR A REALLY GOOD MAN. 


One Saturday Evening’s Exhibition in

Rev. Gilbert A, Ottman is no longer rector 
of the Episcopal Church of the Ascension at 
Cates and Goodfellow avenues. 

His resignation has been requested and re- 
ceived and behind this fact lies a story that 
has ecandalized the aristocratic Cabanne 
parishioners over whose spiritual welfare 
the Rev. Ottman was supposed to keep a 
watchful eye, 

In the early evening hours of Saturday, 
April 16. a man arrayed in ministerial garb, 
shocked all beholders in the vicinity of 
Goodfellow avenue and the S8uburban 
tracks. 

He was maudlin drunk 
who knew it, apparently. 

He staggered and hiccoughed 
the fasnion inebriated laymen, 
geemed to enjoy his jag immensely. 

Dozens of persons recognized tlhe pargon. 
They were surprised beyond expression. The 
sight invoked ‘sorrow, as well as anger, in 
the hearts of the members of his flock. 

Iiventually, after half the male members 
of the congregation returning from thelr 
places o@ business had passed the corner 
where the parson and his ‘‘load’’ heid forth, 
the former got a good grip on the latter 
and went away to his home, presumably. 

Sunday being the next day, the Rev 
man officiated at Ascension Church. 
theme was particularily well-handled at 
chief service of the day. 

Monday was the regular meeting day for 
the church vestry. The meeting did m@®t last 
_ jong. 

At its close a commitiee of three repaired 
to the residence of Mr. E. G. Merriam, the 
Assistant Genera] Solicitor of the Missouri 
Jacific, at 5735 Etzel avenue, where the Rev. 
Otiman makes his home. 

When the committee left the house they 
had the pastor's resignation in their 
pockets. 

The Ascension parish fs one of the most 
fashionable and wealthy in the diocese. At- 
torney Thomas kK. Skinker of the old St. 
Louis family of that name, and Frank Wy- 
man of the Simmons Hardware Co. are 
senior and junior wardens respectively, 

Mr. Wyman was at first inclined to leave 
the discussion of the preacher's intoxication 
to Mr. Skinker, but when the Post-Dispatch 
reporter told him it was generally known 
that the Rev. Ottman and the ministerial 
reveler were one and the same, he admit- 
ted such to be the truth. 

“IT am greatly grieved over the matter,’ 
mhe said, “‘but since the Post-Dispatch knows 
‘of the unfortunate occurrence I see no reu- 
son for concealing the details which led up 
to the request for Mr. Ottman’'s resigna- 
tion. 

“He was-warned several weeks ago by the 
Vestry that his ideas and ours did not co- 
incide on many matters of importance in 
the conduct of parish affairs. He took lit- 
tle heed of the warning. 

“We told him that the chureh was going 
backward financially, and that it would 
have to stop. His condition on that Satur- 
day was the culminating feature, and our 
action was quick and decisive. 

“T could searcely beHeve one of our mem- 
bers, Who “ame to me Sunday night a 
week agv, and said it was reported that 
Mr. Ottman had been drunk on the streets 
the night before. 

‘“T hastened to find my informant’s au- 
“ thority for the statement, and upon Hs con- 
firmation laid the matter. before Mr. 
Skinker.”’ 

Mr. Wyman expressed great compassion 
for the fallen divine and while not in- 
clined to condene the offense, he laid great 
stress on the fact that Mrs. Ott(man's deagh, 
a year ago, had changed her husdard’s d-s- 
position eompletely. 

Attorney Skinker deplored the notoriety 
that Rev. Ottman’s extraordina®y caprice 
has brought the church. He was not so 
much disposed to refer to mitigating cir- 
cumstances as his brother warden, Mr. Wy- 
man, and said, among other things, that 
his erstwhile pastor had on more than one 
oecasion remarked that if the vestry did 
rot like anything he did, all they had to do 
Was to SAV BO. 

Mr. Skinker characterized 
“very independent citizen.” 

Neither of the wardens was in a position 
to state how Ottman came by his jag and 
they professed ignorance of hie having been 
intoxicated before. The reoent falling off in 
the membership of the church was at- 
tributed to the pastor's neglect of h's dutles 
among the parishioners. 

Mr. Merriam is disposed to overlook Ott- 
mah's offense. When asked if Ottman was 
still a member of his household, he sald: 

“Yes, he ts, and ts Hable to rerain 
for some time to come. IT have a high re. 
gard for ‘him, and consider him a good and 
an honorable man.” 

When asked if he credited 
circulation as to the cause 
resignation, he asked for a specific state- 
ment of the rumor, He was told of Ott- 
man's exhibition on Goodfellow avenue 

“Well,” he began, slowly, “any good man 
is liable to do that, There are times when 
asmall quantity of liquor which ordinarily 
would not be injurious Is enough to upset 
a man. 

“Men have different temperaments, you 
know, and some are more susceptible to the 
infliences of atimulanta than others, 

“We all use a little of stimulants, espe- 
clally when we work hard.” 

Mr. Merriam did net*éa2r whether the 
Reverend Ottman was a consistent imbiber 
Or only a periodical drinker. 

Hie seemed to feel genuine grief over his 
pastor's disgrace, and during the conversa- 
tion shielded him as much as possible, 

He could not suggest an hour when Ott- 
man could be found at hcene and evinced 
a desire to save him from being inter- 
viewed, 

Ottman was called to the Ascension 
Church two-years ago from Sacramento, 
Cal.,. where he was paeter of a wealthy 
and fashionable church. He was originally 
a resident of New York State. where his 
two children now are

In all it is esti- 
mated that he owed $1000.

Rev. Gilbert A, Ottman is no longer rector 
of the Episcopal Church of the Ascension at 
Cates and Goodfellow avenues. 

His resignation has been requested and re- 
ceived and behind this fact lies a story that 
has ecandalized the aristocratic Cabanne 
parishioners over whose spiritual welfare 
the Rev. Ottman was supposed to keep a 
watchful eye. 

In the early evening hours of Saturday, 
April 16, a man arrayed in ministerial garb, 
shocked all beholders in the vicinity of 
Goodfellow avenue and the -Suburban 
tracks. 

Hie was maudlin drunk 
who knew it, apparently. 

He staggered and hiccoughed, much after 
the fasnion inebriated laymen, and 
geemed to enjoy his jag immensely. 

Dozens of persons recognized the 
They were surprised beyond expression. The 
sight invoked sorrow, as well as anger, in 
the hearts of the members of his flock. 

Iiventually, after half the male members 
of the congregation returning from thelr 
places of business had passed the corner 
where the parson and his “‘load"’ heid forth, 
the former got a good grip on the latter 
and went away to his home, presumably. 

Sunday being the next day, the Rev. Ot- 
man officiated at Ascension Church, His 
theme was particularly well-handled at. ihe 

chief service of the day, 

Monday was the regular meeting day for 
the church vestry. The meeting did mt last 
long. 

At its close a committee of three repaired 
to the residence of Mr. E. G. Merriam, the 
Assistant Genera] Solicitor of the Missouri 
Pacific, at 5735 Etzel avenue, where the Rev. 
Otiman makes his home. 

When the committee left the house they 
had the pastor's resignation’ in their 
pockets. 

The Ascension parish is one of the most 
fashionable and wealthy in the diocese. At- 
torney Thomas K. Skinker of the old St. | 
Louis family of that name, and Frank Wy- 
man of the Simmons Hardware Co. are 
senior and junior wardens respectively, 

Mr. Wyman was at first inclined to leave 
the discussion of the preacher's intoxication 
to Mr. Skinker, but when the Post-Dispatch 
reporter told him it was generally known 
that the Rev. Ottman and the ministerial 
reveler were one and the same, he admit- 
ted such to be the truth. 

“I am greatly grieved over the matter,” 
he said, “but since the Post-Dispatch knows 
of the unfortunate occurrence I see no rea- 
son for concealing the details which led up 
to the request for Mr. Ottman’s resigna- 
lion. 

“He was warned several weeks ngo by the 
vestry that his ideas and ours did not co- 
incide on many matters of importance in 
the conduct of parish affairs. He took lit- 
tle heed of the warning. 

“We told him that the church was going 
backward financially, and that it would 
have to stop. His condition on that Satur- 
day was the culminating feature, and our 
action was quick and decisive. 

“IT could scarcely believe one of our mem- 
bers, Who came to me Sunday night a 
week agyv, and said it Was reported that 
Mr. Ottmann had been drunk on the streets 
the night before. 

‘“T hastened to find my informant’s au- 
thority for the statement, and upon its con- 
firmation laid the matter before Mr. 
Skinker.’”’ : 

Mr. Wyman expressed great compassion 
for the fallen divine and while not in- 
clined to condene the offense, he laid great 
stress on the fact that Mrs. Ottman’« deagh, 
a year ago, had changed her husoaid’s d.s- 
position completely. 

Attorney Skinker deplored the notoriety 
that Rev. Ottman's éxtraordinafy caprice 
has brought the church. He _was not so 
much disposed to refer to mffigating cir- 
cumstances as his brother warden, Mr. Wy- 
man, and said, among other things, that 
his erstwhile pastor had on more than one 
occasion remarked that if the vestry did 
not like anything he did, all they. had to do 
was to SAY BO. 

Mr. Skinker characterized Ottman as a 
‘very independent citizen.” 

Neither of the wardens was in a position 
to state how Ottman came by his jag and 
they professed ignorance of hie having been 
intoxicated before. The recent falling off itn 
the membership of Ahe church was at- 
tributed to the pastor's neglect of h's dutles 
among the parishioners. 

Mr. Merriam is disposed to overlook Ott- 
man's offense. When asked if O'!tman was 
still a member of his household, he satd: 

“Yea, he is. and is Hable to rermain 
for some time to come. T have a high re- 

gard for ‘him, and consider him a good and 
an honorable man.” 

When asked if he credited 
cireulation as to. the cause 
resignation, he asked for a specific state- 
ment of the rumor,. He was told of Ott- 
man's exhibition on Goodfellow avenue. 

“Well.”’ he began, slowly, “any good man 
is llable to do that. There are times when 
a small quantity of liquor which ordinarily 
would not be injurious Is enough to upset 
a man, 

“Men have different temperamenta, you 
know, and some are more susceptible to the 
influences of stimulanta than others. 

"We all use a little of stimulants, espe- 
clally when we work hard.” 

Mr. Merriam did net*éar whether the 
Reverend Ottman was a consist t imbiber 
Or only a periodical drinker. 

Hie seemed to feel genuine grief over his 
pastor’s disgrace, and during the conversa- 
tion shielded him as much as possible,

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 27.—The. weekly 
climate and crop bulletin, issued here this 
afternoon, by the Missouri station of the 
United States Weathe: Bureau, is as fol- 
lowe - 

Over the greater part of the State the 
past week was cool witir frequent showers 
@nd only a small percentage of sunshine. 
In portions of the southern and western 
sections the total rainfall for the week 
was less than '% inch, but over a consid- 
erable portion of the’State it rained 2 
inches, and in some lIiccalities in the ea&t- 
ern section it exceeded 2 inches, the heavi- 
est rains occurring in the extreme north- 
@astern counties. Light frost occurred on 
the 2th. but difi little or no damage. 

Im quite a number of the Southern and 
festern counties, where the rainfall wus 
ight, progress has been made in plow- 
and corn-planting. and a few corre- 
Spondents report that half the crop Kas been 
planted, but over the zreater poEtian of tne 
State work has been greatly retarded by 
the rains and the wet condition of the soil.

“l’Pagiiacci” and “Cavalleria Rusticana” 
were sung by the Baggetto company before 
a large audience at the Century last even- 
ing, and with a single exception the soloists 
repeated their successes of the opening 
night. Leoncavello’s opera was presented 
with a cast including Signorina Vicini as 
Nedda, Baggetto in the part of Canio, 
Francesconi the baritone as Tonio, and an 
auxiliary tenor of the company, Signor 
Galatzi, as Silvio. The Silvio was the weak 
spot of the cast, being unfamiliar with his 
music and without even a pleasing stage 
presence to atone in part for his short- 
comings. For some unknown reason Ga- 
latzi was. also impressed into the cast of 
“Cavalleria Rusticana,’’ which followed 
The change was to the dis- 
appointment of the audience, which had 
been led by the programme to expect to 
hear the rich and virile voice of Frances- 
coni fn the part,of Alfio. 

In “I’Paglacci’ the honors fell to Signor- 
ina Vicini.

It is certain that the drink- 
ing song which precedes the quarrel was 
never sung so well in St. Louis as Agostini 
rendered it last evening. The clearness cf 
his voice appears to be a lasting quality, 
displaying absolutely no etrain for its use 
upon successive nights.
